If they 
would band together, had warehouses 
in which to store their products until 
the market was most favorable and 
would buy in large quantities they 
would save at both ends. 
These ob- 


jects can frequently be brought about 
by organisations such MS the Grange, 
the Alliance, ihe Tanners' union and 
kiiulred bodies. Such movements serve 
another desirable object in that they 
increase the social life of the farmer 
ai d heighten his intellectual life, the 
Udse room often serving as a debating 
club, a literary society and a school.

Gifford Pinchot is the first real for 


ester we have had iu this couutn. lie 
is a man aficr the president's oivu 
heart, one who is not satisfied unless 
he is doing something every available 
hour of the day. Eveu when he plays 
game-* lie puts his whole heart into it. 
Ho belongs to the president's "tennis 
cabinet" and also accompanies M''. 
Koosevelt on tree chopping expeditious. 
Mr. Pinchot's immense services to the 
country in stopping the depredations of 
timber thieves, iu putting bounds ou 
creed in the cutting of lumber, iu intro- 
ducing a scientific system iu the choice 
of trees for lumber so that the forests 
are not left depleted, in planting trees 
oil land useless for other purposes, iu 
curing for the woodlands already in 
existence and iu extending the knowl- 
edge of forestry cannot receive too 
high praise. Xot till a future genera- 
tion will i lie worth of this work bs 
fully apprcciali'd. Had it not been for 
some such 
man stepping into the 


breach there would have been a timber 
famine in this country inside of a half 
century. Eveu as it is the peril is not 
entirely payt. 


The secret of Mr. I'incbot's success 


is that lie is ouo of those men who be- 
lieve, in their cause. He believes iu it 
so much that ha is ready to devote iu-> 
life to it. It Is that kind of man that 
moves the world. Pinchot and others 
are rapidly educating this country up 
to the needs of planting trees and pre- 
serving those we already have. It is 
certain taat he will take up the kindred 
work of improving life on the farm 
with the same fine enthusiasm. 


A Work of Great Import, 


Walter H. Page in his magazine, 


the World's Work, has long advocated 
such a movement as the president has 
put under way. His intelligent appre- 
ciation of the importance of the task 
may be judged from the following 
paragraph, which appeared in an edi- 
torial summing up the farmer and his 
future: 


Getting a living from the soil is now a 


scientific and profitable pursuit for those 
who know best hov.- to do it—those who 
take advantage of all the new kno^\ ledge. 
As the number of such persons increases 
and better and better methods are used 
the profits and the joys of country life 
will grow. Organization will take the 
place of wasteful individual work. 
The 


intellectual life will be cultivated. 
The 
time dreamed of by the poets ar.cl philos- 
ophers v, ill come—may cor.ie—throughout 
the great ferine stretches of our country, 
and it would come within a remarkably 
short time if all the forces noiv at work 
for it could be co-ordinated and directed 
right. A great common movement toward 
siich an end would take rank as the most 
ir.iportapt work in our land, perhaps the 
moct important in the whole v. orld. 


That has the right ring. With f.vo 


such men as Pinchot and Page ou tbis 
commission something worth while 
will follow. I do not know the other 
seiitlemen. lint judge from what little 
I nave heard of llietu that they are yf 
(lie same sort.

Chicago Professor Says Their 
In- 


closures Were Baseball Fields. 


"Baseball is not a modern game, and 


sill credit for the invention of it should 
go to the mound builders," said Pro- 
fessor Vre&ericTi Starr of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago in a recent lecture 
on prehistoric archaeology. Professor 
Starr declares that through the south- 
ern i»nrt of Ohio and Indiana he has 
found geometrically perfect mounds 
or inclosures closely resembling the 
modern baseball diamond. These "are 
generally^ believed to have been built 
for purposes of protection. Professor 
Starr, however, says- 


"They are nothing more or less than 


old baseball fields of the mound build- 
ers. The game as played by these old 
people resembled our modern game 
closely. The most essential difference 
is that our game calls for only nine 
players, while in prehistoric times as 
many as a hundred men were neces- 
sary."

Why Men Do Better and More Efficient 


Work For Private Employers Than 
For the Public — Public Control and 
Private Operation the True Solution. 


By HUBERT S. WYNKOOP. M. £. 


The 
peuUuluui 
hus swung 
from 


apathy toward public utility corpora- 
tions to au intense interest iu curbing 
theni— even to the extent of taking 
over their functions to be adminis- 
tered by tbi» municipality. During the 
past few jears a mass of argument 
and testimony on this question has 
been contributed by publicists, con- 
servative and otherwise, and by dema- 
gosues, ijr lorant and otherwise. To 
this I add ray quota, having had thir- 
teen years' experience as a municipal 
engineer in clo"«e contact with the en- 
gineers of the public utility corpora- 
tions. 


"Public utilities" is a delightfully 


satisfying term on account of its 
vagueness, its 
definition depending 


largely upon the state of mind of the 
populace. For this reason it appeals to 
every one, be he interested iu good 
government or bad, and it includes 
water, gas and electric worts, street 
railways, telegraphs, telephones, fer- 
ries, push carts, markets, banks 'and 
even lotteries— according to the time 
and place. 


Whatever may be the verdict as to 


the more doubtful activities, it seems 
to be pretty \veiragreed that the sup- 
plying of water, gas and electricity, 
street railway transportation and fer- 
riage are public utilities and therefore 
require public "regulation'' or "own- 
ership."' 


In this all of the people stand sub- 


stantially on one platform— an ade- 
quate return for franchise privileges' 
and a good service for a fair price. 
But as to ways and means opinions 
diverge widely. 


Briefly as this platform may be stat- 


ed, its fulfilment requires an elaborate 
knowledge of social economies, en- 
gineering, finance, law and local con- 
ditions. The solution of the problem 
may develop along one of three lines: 


I. Regulation. 
II. Municipal ownership and private 


operation. 


• III. Municipal ownership and muni- 
cipal operation. 


I. — Regulation. 


When a community is the fortunate 


possessor of a regulating body com- 
posed of men of a high honor and in- 
telligence the problem is solved for all 
those who are not seeking personal ag- 
grandizement. In Massachusetts pub- 
lie utility stocks have become or are 
becoming a safe investment. 


Theoretically regulation offers the 


maximum of result with the minimum 
of disturbance of existing conditions. 
Under wise laws, therefore, and in the 
hands of able men it holds itself less 
open to adverse criticism than either 
of the other methods. 


The corporations, too. are generally 


in favor of some kind of regulation. 
In the -present distrust of 'all "corpora- 
tions the inflamed --'mind gives no cre- 
dence to any -statement that may -ema- 
nate from' a corporation^ although the 
same mind will confidently accept nn 
identical statement if .issued from the 
office 
of a regulating commission 


which has proved itself trustworthy. 
II. — Municipal Ownership and Private 


Operation. 


Xext after regulation comes the plan 


of serving the franchise rights by tbe 
city itse'f. which undertakes its own 
construction and rents out the right to 
operate. -The rentals provide an ade- 
quate return for the use of the public 
domain, nnd the terms of the lease sup- 
ply the desired features of regulation— 
a good service at a fair price. 


It is claimed that this method retards 


development by preventing speculative 
construction. r,s the city must confine 
its energies lo tbe 'so called legitimate 
finance. On the other hand, it is ar- 
gued.^iJje^ci^- Bought lo be able to ia- 
du)ge'~fn">si>ecti1a%ve construction when- 
ever tbe pn" lie welfare demands it.

These plants have all been al- 
lowed to run down until they are des- 
perately in need of repairs, and no 
fund has been set aside to balance this 
depreciation. -Xow the city finds that 
there is no ready market for its bonds, 
and as a result things are going from 
bad to worse until the people are 
forced to turn again to private enter- 
prise, as shown by the following para- 
graph in the Municipal Journal and 
Engineer:
